A woman  who  landed  her  first  job 
at  age  63  — a job  that  involved  arrang- 
ing official  functions,  travel,  and 
housing  for  princes  and  foreign  heads 
of  state — was  the  principal  speaker  at 
Pine  Manor's  Commencement  exer- 
cises on  Monday,  May  17. 

In  her  Commencement  address, 
Mrs.  Leonore  Annenberg,  former 
chief  of  protocol  of  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  State,  stressed  the  options 
available  to  women  today,  including 
the  opportunity  to  start  a career  late  in 
life.  Mrs.  Annenberg  was  also  one  of 
two  honorary  degree  recipients  on 
May  17.  President  Ashby  conferred  an 
honorary  Doctorate  of  Laws  upon 
Mrs.  Annenberg  and  a Doctorate  of 
Letters  upon  Dr.  Pauline  Tompkins, 
Pine  Manor  Class  of  1938.  (See  pages  6 
and  7 for  details.) 

Earlier,  during  Pine  Manor's  Con- 
vocation ceremonies  Sunday,  Mr. 
Jeno  Paulucci,  founder  of  the  Chun 
King  Corporation  and  jeno's  Inc.,  was 
the  speaker  before  an  audience  that 
included  his  daughter,  Gina  Jo,  A.  A. 
'82  (see  page  5). 

Another  special  event  during 
Commencement  Weekend  was  the 
naming  of  South  Commons  (part  of 
the  South  Village  residence  complex). 
A gift  of  Joan  and  Raymond  Chorney, 
parents  of  Jane  Elizabeth,  A.  A.  '80, 
B.A.  '82,  South  Commons  was  dedi- 
cated as  Chorney  Commons  in  their 
honor  on  May  16th.  Raymond  Chor- 
ney has  served  on  the  Pine  Manor 
Board  of  Trustees  for  the  past  three 
years. 

Distinguished  Service  Awards 

Two  Distinguished  Service  Awards 
were  also  presented  at  Commence- 
ment, one  to  Janet  McChesney  Mor- 
gan, Class  of  1921,  a charter  member 


of  the  Pine  Manor  College  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  another  to  Jane  Kaiser 
Henkels,  Director  of  Alumnae  Rela- 
tions at  Pine  Manor  from  1962  to  1977 
and  Director  of  Planned  Giving  from 
1977  to  1980. 

President  Ashby  praised  Janet 
McChesney  Morgan  in  the  citation 
read  before  a large  audience  which 
included  159  graduates,  their  families 
and  friends.  "Sixty-one  years  ago," 
she  said,  "you  graduated  from  Pine 
Manor  Junior  College  and  have  been  a 
devoted  friend  ever  since.  . . . Espe- 
cially helpful  to  President  Carl  Ferry 
with  the  Fulfillment  Fund  during  his 
years  of  office,  you  were  instrumental 
in  obtaining  support  for  our  au- 
ditorium. You  served  as  Class  Agent, 
Reunion  Chairman,  and  charter 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
where  you  are  remembered  for  your

wise  counsel  and  good  judgement. 

. . . Pine  Manor  College  is  delighted," 
she  concluded,  "to  present  its  Distin- 
guished Service  Award  to  a loyal, 
cheerful,  kind,  and  generous 
alumna." 

The  job  of  establishing  a network  of 
alumnae  support  was  shouldered  by 
Jane  Henkels  for  fifteen  years,  a 
period  in  which  she  kept  "working 
hours,"  said  President  Ashby,  "to 
drive  a husband  to  distraction." 

"Twenty  years  ago,"  said  the  Presi- 
dent in  presenting  the  Distinguished 
Service  Award  to  Jane  Henkels,  "you 
came  on  board  as  Director  of  Alumnae 
Relations,  and  in  that  year  alumnae 
giving  was  in  the  neighborhood  of 
$30,000.  When  you  retired  fifteen 
years  later,  the  figure  was  up  500%, 
close  to  $150,000.  You  then  accepted 
responsibility  for  a brand-new  posi- 
tion with  the  College,  Director  of 
Planned  Giving.  Here  your  success 
has  been  most  heartening.  . . . But  the 
measure  of  your  work  for  Pine  Manor 
lies  not  in  dollar  signs  but  dedication, 
and  that  magic  quality  called  excel- 
lence." In  summary,  said  President 
Ashby,  "though  not  an  alumna  your- 
self, you  have  shown  us  what  a de- 
voted worker  in  this  vineyard  should 
be  and  can  do.”

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Jeno  Paulucci,

“My  purpose  here  today,  as  a vet- 
eran of  the  business  jungle,"  Jeno 
Paulucci  said  in  his  Convocation  ad- 
dress to  Pine  Manor's  graduates  on 
May  16,  “is  to  try  to  show  you  where 
your  opportunities  lie,  and  what 
you're  up  against  as  you  step  forward 
into  a new  way  of  life." 

Mr.  Jeno  Paulucci  is  indeed  a vet- 
eran of  the  marketplace.  In  his  own 
words,  his  is  a "rags  to  riches  success 
story."  Founding  the  Chun  King  Cor- 
poration in  1946  on  a $2,500  loan,  he 
sold  it  20  years  later  to  R.  J.  Reynolds 
Tobacco  Company  for  millions.  Since 
then,  his  Jeno's  Inc.  has  become  a 
leading  hot  snacks  company  and 
packer  of  pizza  products.  He  also 
headed  the  Cornelius  Company,  a 
worldwide  manufacturer  of  food  and 
beverage  dispensing  equipment,  and 
founded  Attenzione,  a national  maga- 
zine for  Italian  Americans. 

In  addition  to  his  own  successful 
entrepreneurial  activities,  Jeno 
Paulucci,  father  of  Gina  Jo,  A.  A.  '82, 
has  devoted  himself  to  a wide  range  of 
other  causes.  He  has  served  as  presi- 
dent of  NEMCO,  Inc.  (N.E.  Min- 
nesota Organization  for  Economic 
Education),  national  chairman  of  the 
Italian  American  Foundation, 
member  and  advisory  director  of  the 
National  Alliance  of  Businessmen, 
and  director  of  the  Children's  Home 
Society  in  St.  Paul.  A resident  of 
Duluth,  Minnesota,  Mr.  Paulucci  has 
received  many  awards,  including 
Minnesotan  of  the  Year,  Duluth  Hall 
of  Fame,  National  Horatio  Alger 
Award,  United  States  Employer  of  the 
Year,  and  three  honorary  doctorates.

nothing.  To  win  big,  you've  got  to  put 
it  all  on  the  line.  Back  your  best  idea  to 
the  hilt;  don't  let  it  wither  from  lack  of 
support  or  confidence.  And  if  you  fail, 
do  so  in  a glorious  splash  ...  so  when 
you  come  back  with  your  better  idea, 
the  world  just  knows  you'll  win  this 
time." 


At  Convocation  in  Ellsworth  Hall, 
Mr.  Paulucci  shared  with  the  audi- 
ence his  personal  philosophy  for  suc- 
cess — one  which  argues  for  asser- 
tiveness, energy,  enthusiasm,  and 
creativity  at  a time  when  "systematic 
discrimination  against  women"  is  still 
with  us. 

He  urged  Pine  Manor's  women  not 
to  count  on  "the  movement"  or  an 
Equal  Rights  Amendment  to  erase 
disadvantages.  As  individuals,  you 
must  "speak  up.  Speak  out,"  he  said. 

"From  rompers  on,  girls  are  taught 
that  it's  ladylike  to  speak  softly,  to 
defer  to  men  in  conversation.  ...  In 
business,  that's  fatal. 

"We  abide  in  the  most  difficult  of 
times,"  he  continued,  naming  the 
threat  of  wars,  economic  disarray  and 
desperate  poverty  as  adversaries.  But 
“opportunity"  still  exists,  "greater 
now  than  ever  before,"  said  Jeno 
Paulucci. 

"Don't  let  your  good  ideas  die  for 
fear  of  failure.  Risk  nothing;  gain

“I  was  63,  had  never  held  a job  and 
was  ready  to  celebrate  my  30th  wed- 
ding anniversary  when  President 
Reagan  appointed  me  Chief  of  Pro- 
tocol of  the  United  States/'  said  the 
Honorable  Leonore  Annenberg,  Pine 
Manor's  Commencement  speaker 
and  recipient  of  an  Honorary  Docto- 
rate of  Laws. 

"I  had  no  idea  of  the  magnitude  of 
the  job  when  I accepted  it,  other  than 
it  carried  the  rank  of  Ambassador, 
Assistant  Secretary  of  State,  and  in- 
cluded heading  a staff  of  53,”  she 
added.  But,  "believe  it  or  not,”  she 
said,  "I  found  it  was  a position  I had 
trained  for  all  my  life.” 

The  application  of  "life  experience" 
to  career  was  among  the  topics  ad- 
dressed by  Mrs.  Annenberg,  wife  of 
Walter  Annenberg,  prominent  pub- 
lisher and  former  Ambassador  to  the 
Court  of  St.  James  in  Great  Britain. 
She  is  also  stepmother  to  Wallis  An- 
nenberg, Pine  Manor  '59. 

"I  hope  you  are  weighing  your 
choices  carefully,"  she  told  Pine  Man- 
or's graduating  classes.  "But  please 
don't  ever  be  afraid  to  make  a choice 
because  it's  risky,  or  because  you 
think  it  might  not  work  out  in  the  long 
run.  Remember  you're  young,  and 
can  always  change  your  mind,  change 
your  career." 

As  the  wife  of  publisher  Walter  An- 
nenberg, Leonore  Annenberg  had 
always  entertained  diplomats,  busi- 
ness leaders,  government  officials 
and  members  of  royalty  — experi- 
ences which  she  found  well  qualified 
her  to  assume  the  multiple  respon- 
sibilities of  chief  of  protocol. 

"A  prime  purpose  of  protocol  is  to 
create  an  atmosphere  of  friendliness 
in  which  the  business  of  diplomacy

may  be  transacted,"  said  Mrs.  An- 
nenberg. Translated  into  daily  re- 
sponsibilities, her  job  involved  plan- 
ning detailed  schedules  for  foreign 
dignitaries  visiting  the  President,  ar- 
ranging the  Secretary  of  State's  offi- 
cial functions,  making  arrangements 
for  presidential  delegations  abroad, 
handling  the  liaison  problems  of  dip- 
lomatic and  consular  officers  of 
foreign  governments  in  the  U.S.,  etc. 

Mrs.  Annenberg,  who  left  her  post 
after  a year  to  spend  more  time  with 
her  husband,  aged  74,  said  that  the 
job  provided  her  with  "an  opportu- 
nity to  prove  to  myself  that  after  so 
many  years  as  a wife,  it  was  still 
possible  to  hold  a job,  and  an  impor- 
tant job  at  that." 

Life  is  long,  she  suggested  to  her 
listeners.  "It  is  possible  to  have  a career 
now  and  family  later.  It  is  possible  to 
have  a family  now  and  a career  later.

One  of  Pine  Manor's  most  distin- 
guished graduates  in  the  field  of  edu- 
cation, Pauline  Tompkins,  was 
awarded  an  Honorary  Doctorate  of 
Letters  at  Commencement.  This  was 
the  eleventh  honorary  degree  re- 
ceived by  this  accomplished  woman 
who  started  her  academic  career  in 
1936  at  Pine  Manor  College. 

A graduate  of  Pine  Manor  (1938), 
Mount  Holyoke  (A.B.,  Phi  Beta 
Kappa),  and  the  Fletcher  School  of 
Law  and  Diplomacy  (M.A.,  Ph.D.), 
Dr.  Tompkins  has  an  impressive 
teaching  record.  Her  appointments 
have  included  Pine  Manor,  Wellesley, 
and  Colby  colleges,  as  well  as  Tunghai 
University  in  Taiwan.  In  1967  she  be- 
came the  first  woman  president  of 
Cedar  Crest  College  in  Allentown, 
Pennsylvania,  where  she  served  until 
1978. 

When  Dr.  Tompkins  retired  from 
Cedar  Crest  after  ten  years,  the 
chairman  of  the  College's  Board  of 
Trustees,  John  Bartol,  characterized 


her  leadership  as  "staunch  and  sym- 
pathetic during  a decade  of  turmoil 
throughout  American  higher  educa- 
tion." 

"Polly"  Tompkins  has  made 
noteworthy  contributions  to  higher 
education  off  as  well  as  on  campus. 
From  1959  to  1967,  she  served  as  gen- 
eral director  of  the  American  Associa- 
tion of  University  Women  (AAUW)  in 
Washington,  D.C.  In  1964  she  was 
appointed  by  President  Johnson  to 
the  U.S.  Advisory  Commission  on 
International  Educational  and  Cul- 
tural Affairs,  a position  she  held 
through  1969.  She  has  been  vice 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  American  Council  on  Education 
and  president  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Association  of  Colleges  and  Univer- 
sities. From  1970  to  1978  she  was  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of 
the  Carnegie  Foundation  for  the  Ad- 
vancement of  Teaching  and  was 
chairman  of  that  board  from  1974  to 
1976.

Since  leaving  Cedar  Crest  College, 
Polly  has  spent  six  and  a half  months  a

In  May  the  editors  of  the  Bulletin 
received  a letter  from  Lois  Willett 
Ross,  '39,  informing  us  of  the  death  of 
Mary  P.  Wiedeman,  a distinguished 
physiologist  who  attended  Pine 
Manor  College  from  1936  to  1937. 

Mrs.  Ross  enclosed  with  her  letter  an 
article  from  The  Philadelphia  Inquirer 
(Wednesday,  April  7, 1982)  which  de- 
scribes the  accomplishments  of  this 
most  remarkable  woman. 

"I  hope  that  the  Pine  Manor  Bulletin 
will  take  special  note  of  the  enclosed 
article,  and  use  it  in  a forthcoming 
issue,”  writes  Mrs.  Ross.  "I  can't 
think  of  anything  that  would  please 
Mimi  Wiedeman  more. 

"The  class  of  1938  will  remember 
Mimi  with  love  and  affection.  I have 
known  Mimi  and  her  family  all  of  my 
life,  and  I will  never  forget  going  off  to 
Pine  Manor  with  her  freshman  hat 
that  she  gave  to  me.  We  had  to  wear 
stockings  and  a hat  at  all  times  in  the 
village  of  Wellesley  in  those  days. 
Mimi  was  always  ahead  of  her  time 
and  a non-conformist.  She  arrived  at 
Pine  Manor  with  her  squirrel  gun 
strapped  to  her  trunk,  wearing  a coon 
skin  cap,  and  I suppose  most  of  the 
faculty  and  Miss  Cooke  simply  didn't 
understand  her  and  did  not  think  that 
she  was  Pine  Manor  'material'  be- 
cause she  was  not  invited  back  for  her 
senior  year. 

"We  had  many  serious  talks  about 
this,  and  she  told  me  years  later  how 
crushed  she  was  and  that  one  of  the 
things  she  wanted  more  than  any- 
thing was  to  be  so  successful  that  she 
would  be  invited  to  deliver  an  address 
at  a Pine  Manor  commencement. 

"I  have  lost  contact  with  Mimi  over 
the  years,  except  to  hear  about  her 
many  accomplishments  from  her 
brother  Hope.  . . . 


"I  think  those  friends  that  she  made 
in  the  freshman  class  of  1938  will  be 
interested  in  knowing  of  the  legacy 
that  she  has  left  to  mankind  in  the 
field  of  medical  research."

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Mary  P.  Wiedeman,

Professor  Mary  P.  Wiedeman,  63,  a 
Temple  University  physiologist 
whose  specialized  area  of  research 
brought  her  international  fame,  died 
Sunday  in  Temple  University  Hospi- 
tal. She  lived  in  Chestnut  Hill. 

She  was  a leader  in  unraveling  the 
puzzles  of  microcirculation,  the  open- 
ing and  closing  of  thousands  and 
thousands  of  "arterioles,"  the  tiny 
vessels  that  deliver  blood  to  the 
body's  constantly  hungry  cells. 

Her  studies  — based  on  work  with 
bats  — changed  man's  view  of  how 
his  body  functions  and  earned  her  the 
nickname,  "Batwoman,"  a label  she 
enjoyed. 

Employing  a technique  known  as 
vivo  (in  the  living  body)  microscopy, 
she  did  most  of  her  work  with  a Bolex 
movie  camera  attached  to  the  third 
eyepiece  of  a trinocular  microscope, 
filming  blood  flow  through  the  net- 
work of  vessels  in  the  transparent 
wings  of  live  bats. 

Under  the  powerful  microscope, 
the  film  showed  the  pulsing  vessels, 
the  swift  flow  of  red  blood  cells,  the 
pileups  that  occur  when  vessels 
squeeze  shut,  the  effect  of  sudden 
openings  and  the  pinching  from  out- 
side stimuli  or  some  inner  command. 

Because  the  basic  microcirculatory 
system  is  nearly  identical  in  most 
animals,  a direct  comparison  could  be 
made  between  the  nocturnal  mam- 
mals and  their  larger,  non-flying, 
walking  and  talking  counterparts. 

Her  work  forced  revision  of  think- 
ing on  the  entire  circulatory  system, 
and  particularly  on  the  functioning  of 
the  arterioles  and  venules,  basic  ves- 
sels that  carry  blood  from  the  arteries 
and  from  the  veins.

Her  work  brought  her  a number  of 
awards  and  gave  her  status  in  Hol- 
lywood. The  Hollywood  side  of  the 
story  developed  in  1975  when  Wolper 
Productions  asked  her  to  furnish  foot- 
age of  blood  flow  for  use  in  what 
proved  to  be  the  award-winning,  Na- 
tional Geographic  special  titled.  The 
Incredible  Machine,  a story  of  how  the 
body  works. 

That  opened  a steady  flow  of  re- 
quests from  the  West  Coast.  Professor 
Wiedeman  found  herself  regularly 
furnishing  footage  for  such  TV  pro- 
grams as  "The  Bionic  Woman."  A 
new  field  opened  in  1977  when  MGM 
began  to  invest  heavily  in  horror 
films.  The  first.  The  Demon  Seed, 
starred  Julie  Christie. 

Professor  Wiedeman  kept  a re- 
frigerator full  of  bats  in  her  laboratory 
at  Temple.  "That's  one  of  the  advan- 
tages of  working  with  them,"  she 
said.  "They  stay  cold.  They  hibernate 
so  we  don't  have  to  feed  them  a thing. 
They're  the  perfect  guests.  We've  got 
50  or  60  on  ice." 

A witty  woman  with  a quick  laugh, 
a soft  Southern  accent  and  slight  re- 
semblance to  Bette  Davis,  she  regu- 
larly referred  to  her  refrigerated 
guests  as  "Batsicles." 

She  enjoyed  her  work  and  her  hob- 
bies. Using  surgical  instruments,  she 
built  model  ships.  She  went  deep-sea 
fishing  and  caught  spearfish  of 
record-breaking  size.  She  was  co- 
author of  a nursing  textbook. 

"But  best  of  all,"  she  told  an  inter- 
viewer in  1978,  "I  love  being  Batwo- 
man. Would  you  believe  I used  to 
have  a technician  named  Robin?  We 
had  a little  sign  on  the  [lab]  door, 
'Batwoman  and  Robin.'  I thought  that 


was  great." 

She  first  encountered  her  bats  at  her 
home  in  Lexington,  Ky.  In  farm  coun- 
try dotted  with  limestone  caverns, 
bats  were  abundant  and  sometimes 
blundered  into  her  home. 

She  downed  them  with  a tennis 
racket  and  dropped  them  outside  the 
house. 

She  remembered  those  forays 
when  she  won  her  initial  degrees  at 
the  University  of  Kentucky  and  when 
she  took  her  doctorate  at  Indiana  Uni- 
versity. They  became  the  basis  of  her 
initial  research  at  Woman's  Medical 
College  and  at  Temple,  whose  faculty 
she  joined  in  1957. 

As  a result  of  her  work,  she  served 
for  a time  as  head  of  the  department  of 
physiology  at  Temple.  She  also  was 
named  a fellow  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  of  Philadelphia,  given  the 
National  Institute  of  Health  Award 
and  honored  with  the  gold  medal  for 
best  film  at  the  10th  world  conference 
on  microcirculations. 

Her  films  on  blood  flow  are  now 
part  of  the  standard  teaching  tools  in 
high  school  health  courses  and  in 
medical  schools. 

President  of  the  American  Microcir- 
culatory Society,  she  was  a member  of 
the  American  and  Philadelphia 
Physiological  Societies  and  of  the 
American  Heart  Society. 

She  had  no  immediate  survivors. 

A memorial  service  is  to  be  held  at  4 
p.m.  Wednesday  at  St.  Martin  in  the 
Fields,  Chestnut  Hill.

It's  April  in  Paris.  The  cafe  tables, 
the  harbinger  of  spring,  have  re- 
turned to  the  sidewalks.  The  lilacs  are 
in  bloom. 

I often  wonder  when  the  Consor- 
tium students  arrive  in  September 
why  a Pine  Manor  student  would 
leave  her  professors,  peers  and  tree- 
lined  campus  in  Chestnut  Hill  to 
study  in  Paris.  The  answer  I observe 
daily  in  the  students  — to  learn,  expe- 
rience, explore,  and  grow.  As  in  any 
school,  courses  are  the  basis  of  learn- 
ing the  French  language.  But  discus- 
sions about  Mitterand  and  his  politics 
over  dinner  with  her  French  “brothers 
and  sisters"  quickly  create  a live  lan- 
guage practice  for  the  student,  and 
cross-cultural  friendships. 

It's  not  always  easy  to  have  a big 
city  as  your  campus.  The  Pompidou 
Center  serves  as  the  library.  “Where  is 
class  this  week?"  The  Jeu  de  Paume  or 
the  Louvre  — the  room  is  moveable. 
Since  Paris  offers  a visual  feast  of 
Renoirs,  Monets,  and  Van  Goghs,  art 
history  classes  are  taught  in  the 
museums.  The  metro  helps  get  one 
from  class  to  class. 

And  as  for  culture  . . . after 
Fouquet's  cafe  and  the  Champs 
Elysee,  the  students  train  their  ears  at 
the  Comedie  Franyaise,  Odeon  and 
the  Opera  de  Paris.  During  this  month 
we  will  see  “Le  Voyage  de  Monsieur 
Perrichon"  at  the  Comedie  Franyaise 
and  visit  the  home  and  gardens  of 
Claude  Monet  at  Giverny. 


As  a former  student  myself  in  a 
French  program  in  Dijon,  I had  expe- 
rienced overcrowded,  impersonal 
classes,  and  a director  who  never  met 
with  us.  Before  I became  Paris  Direc- 
tor I was  impressed  to  learn  that  the 
Consortium  program  offers  indi- 
vidualized course  selection,  intern- 
ships, and  small  group  learning  situa- 
tions which  create  closer  relationships 
with  fellow  students  and  the  director. 
Now  I strive  to  maintain  these  stan- 
dards. 

Since  my  husband.  Biff  Atlass,  is  a 
painter  and  I am  an  art  historian,  Paris 
was  a natural  place  for  us  to  choose  to 
live.  For  a college  student  leaving  the 
States  for  the  first  time,  it's  an  adven- 
ture, one  that's  fun  but  a little  scarey.  I 


admire  my  students  — they  meet  the 
challenge. 

Of  course  there  are  the  usual  pres- 
sures of  the  school  year  ending  — 
exams,  papers  to  write,  things  to 
pack.  But  as  the  students  make  their 
summer  plans  to  travel  or  return  to 
the  States,  I hear  a familiar  phrase  . . . 
ah  Paris,  je  t'aime.

New  England  Center 
for  Italian  Studies 
Established 

In  November  of  1981,  Dr.  Rosario 
Tosiello  and  Franca  Merlonghi,  both 
instructors  at  Pine  Manor,  established 
the  New  England  Center  for  Italian 
Studies  on  the  Pine  Manor  campus. 
The  Center,  an  educational  institute 
committed  to  fostering  the  study  of 
Italian  society  and  history,  will  serve 
the  needs  of  scholars,  teachers, 
academic  institutions  and  the 
Italian-American  community  by 
coordinating  cultural  and  educational 
programs  in  the  New  England  states. 

Some  of  the  services  the  Center  will 
provide  include  general  seminars  and 
summer  institutes  in  Italian  culture 
and  history,  a newsletter,  a referral 
service  for  specialists  in  Italian 
Studies,  and  lectures  for  those  inter- 
ested in  Italy  — its  language,  culture, 
and  heritage.  The  Center  is  also  mak- 
ing plans  to  develop  a slide-tape  pres- 
entation with  an  English/Italian 
soundtrack  to  illustrate  significant 
events  in  Italian  history  and  to  pre- 
serve examples  of  Italian  civilization. 
When  completed,  it  will  be  distrib- 
uted as  a teaching  aid  to  instructors  of 
Italian  history  and  the  Italian  lan- 
guage in  secondary  schools  through- 
out New  England. 


Distinguished 
Lecturer  Series 

In  the  spring  of  1982,  Pine  Manor 
hosted  a Distinguished  Lecturer 
Series  that  brought  many  accom- 
plished professionals  to  the  campus  to 
speak  on  a variety  of  topics.  To  focus 
attention  on  the  College's  Bachelor  of 
Arts  offerings,  each  of  the  lectures  in 
the  series  was  sponsored  by  one  of  the 
B.A.  degree  programs.  The  following 
is  a summary  of  this  diverse  group  of 
lectures. 

Lloyd  Lillie  opened  the  series  on 
February  10th  with  a slide  presenta- 
tion and  discussion  of  his  recent 
commissions  and  castings  in  bronze. 
Mr.  Lillie  is  the  chairman  of  the 
Sculpture  Department  at  Boston  Uni- 
versity and  is  also  a member  of  the 
Visiting  Committee  on  Art  History 
and  the  Visual  Arts  at  Pine  Manor. 
Two  of  his  most  famous  works  are 
life-size  statues  of  former  Boston 
Mayor  James  Michael  Curley,  located 
in  downtown  Boston. 

Boston  University  history  professor 
Robert  V.  Bruce  came  to  the  College 
on  February  17th  to  discuss  "Lincoln 
and  the  Riddle  of  Death,"  coinciding 
with  the  February  12th  observance  of 
Lincoln's  birthday. 

On  February  23rd,  Tufts  University 
President  Dr.  Jean  Mayer  spoke  on 
"The  World  Food  Situation"  at 
Ellsworth  Hall.  Dr.  Mayer,  a former 
professor  of  nutrition  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, has  served  on  numerous  pres- 
idential and  governmental  commit- 
tees concerned  with  nutrition. 
Through  his  many  professional  ac- 
tivities, he  has  played  a major  role  in 
calling  attention  to  the  nutritional 
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problems  of  the  poor  in  America  and 
abroad. 

Jean-Ethier  Blais,  a professor  of 
French  Literature  at  McGill  University 
and  literary  columnist  for  the  Quebec 
daily,  Le  Devoir,  gave  two  lectures 
concerning  the  literature  of  France 
and  Quebec  (one  in  English  and  one 
in  French)  on  March  2nd.  This  was 
followed  by  “The  Flistory  of  Psycho- 
Surgery"  by  Dr.  H.  T.  Ballantine  on 
March  24th.  Dr.  Ballantine  is  a 
neurosurgeon  at  Massachusetts  Gen- 
eral Hospital  as  well  as  a professor  at 
the  Harvard  Medical  School. 

On  April  13th,  Grace  Baruch,  pro- 
gram director  for  the  Center  for 
Research  on  Women  at  Wellesley  Col- 
lege, spoke  to  a group  in  the  Found- 
er's Room  about  her  recently- 
completed  study  of  women  in  midlife, 
and  Marjorie  Garber,  chairman  of  the 
English  Department  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, gave  a lecture  entitled,  "Com- 
ing of  Age  in  Shakespearean  Drama" 
on  April  21st.  With  a focus  on  the 
education  of  Orlando  in  the  play.  As 
You  Like  It,  Ms.  Garber  touched  on 
characters  from  many  of  Shake- 
speare's works. 

The  final  lecture  of  the  spring  series 
was  held  on  April  28th  when  Eugene 
V.  Amoroso,  president  of  the  Foods 
Division  of  the  Coca-Cola  Company, 
visited  the  campus  to  lecture  on  "The 
American  Food  Industry  in  the  1980s 
— How  the  System  Works:  Its  Prob- 
lems, Its  Future." 


John  Brown  Lecture 

John  Brown,  Jr.,  expert  in  the  field 
of  charitable  financial  planning  and 
creator  of  the  Planned  Giving  pro- 
gram at  Harvard  University,  spoke  to 
a joint  meeting  of  Pine  Manor  and 
Colby-Sawyer  College  alumnae  and 
trustees  in  the  Founders  Room,  on 
April  26.  His  presentation,  which  dis- 
cussed the  growing  income  tax  bur- 
den now  faced  by  many  individuals 
and  families,  centered  on  ways  that 
financial  and  estate  planning  can  ease 
this  burden,  particularly  in  the  area  of 
charitable  contributions,  where  more 
and  more  donors  are  looking  for  tax 
relief. 

Mr.  Brown  described  many  of  the 
typical  financial  situations  in  which 
individuals  find  themselves  as  they 


grow  older.  Among  them  is  the  di- 
lemma of  the  person  who  has  retained 
a highly  appreciated  asset  (perhaps 
real  estate  or  art  work)  that  is  low  in 
yield.  If  the  asset  is  sold,  a large  capital 
gains  tax  must  be  paid.  If  the  asset  is 
held,  even  though  it  may  appreciate, 
there  is  no  growth  in  income,  which 
becomes  increasingly  important  at 
this  stage  in  life.  Many  charitable  es- 
tate plans  can  unlock  a person  from 
this  dilemma  by  providing  higher  in- 
come, eliminating  capital  gains  tax, 
and  benefiting  a favorite  charity.

I'm  still  recuperating  (senior  citizens 
don't  do  that  as  quickly  as  when  one  is 
younger),  and  sometimes  it  takes  me  longer  to 
accomplish  things  than  it  usually  does,  but  I 
hope  to  get  back  to  normal  so  that  I can  do  more 
traveling  in  1982."  We  all  wish  Edna  a speedy 
recovery.
